duty' parts they cost more to be 
replaced, that is the reason he is 
getting parts rebuilt rather than 
purchasing new ones. The NEWS was 
told that in his first week as street 
department head, Mancuso has 
saved the city over $1,000 by 
rebuilding parts for the equipment. 

Mancuso has purchased cutting 
edges for two blades which enable a 
snow plow to remove snow closer to 
the road surface. Mancuso has also 
set up a "block system” whereby 
certain streets will get snow removal 
priority and will be used as 
emergency routes during and after a 
snow storm. There are four such 
emergency routes in the city. 

Mancuso also favors salting roads 
before a predicted snow storm. When 
the snow has fallen the salt along 
with the snow would be plowed to the 
side of the road, then melt the snow 
banks caused on each side of the road 
as a result of the plowing.
